Of course the instructors will note and 
admire the efforts put forth, but they will make no outward 
manifestation of the deserved reward. They will issue no 
grades and will refuse to express any opinion in the the matter. 
The student’s reward will be found within himself. It is an 
undeniable fact that when things aren’t going just right and 
when the horizon is clouded it would be a sorce of comfort 
to know that you are at least passing. However, the stated 
condition of affairs are to be followed. It is by common consent 
that this will be the prevailing course of ‘action. A date for a 
formal announcement will be set sometime in the near future.

The Father Of His Country

Yesterday was celebrated in the 
United States, and in a lesser degree 
throughout the worald, the annivers- 
ary of the birth of George Washing- 
ton. The name of Washington 
brings to our minds all of the things 
that are linked with national heros. 
He is “the father of his country,” 
“he never told a lie’, he chopped down 
a cherry tree” etc. The bigger, more 
impertant contributions that he made 
are often forgotten except by histor- 
‘ans and deeper students. An im- 
portant contribution was his level 
headed guidance of the struggling 
country through the dark days of the 
the oppressive measures infliched 
upon the colonies by England. At 
the First Continental Congress, Pat- 
rick Henry said that he was “unques- 
tionably the greatest man on the 
floor.” As Commander in Chief of 
the colonial army he made a compact 
organization out of an armed mob. 
He was not a military genius but 
rather made his contribution in in- 
spiration as a man. 

At the close of the war Washing 


ton was the only source of authority 
and law that had anything but a 
local influence. When everthing was 
in a turmoil it was he who tirelessly 
urged upon Congress and upon the 
States the justice of the soldiers’ 
claims. He went to the first conven- 
tion of the states and was elected 
president although he felt himself 
more of a soldier than a statesman. 

Finally the time came when he was 
offered the office of President of the 
United States and he accepted only 
because he felt his country needed 
him. He gave strength to the new 
government by inforcing strict laws 
and keeping a firm hand on affairs. 
For eight years he served his country, 
faithfully giving his life, practically 
to the cause. 

When he finished his second term 
as President he returned to Mount 
Vernon and lived for three years in 
peaceful retirement. He dj@d Deo. 
14, 1799 as he had wished to live, 
“amid the mild concerns of ordinary 
life.”
